Nothing official was given out as to the | 


lessons learned during the extremely im 
portant exercises, but the general con- 
sensus of opinion among participants and 
observers was that the trial of the civilian 
air raid warning net was highly success- 
ful. The net, composed of 307 observa- 
tion stations manned by 2,000 civilians 
scattered over 
miles, detected the approach of practically 
all—and possibly all—-of the attacking 
planes. There were divergent views as to 
other phases of the week’s tests, but Brig. 
Gen. Arnold Krogstad, AC, USA, com- 
manding the attacking force, Brig. Fulton 


Q. C. Gardner, USA, defense commander, 
and Brig. Gen. William Bryden, USA, di- 
rector of the exercise, agreed that the 


operation of the warning net was highly 
eflicient. 

The raiders were detected at all alti- 
tudes up to 25,000 feet soon after they 
crossed the coastline from the sea. During 
the week, the various observation posts 
sent in more than 2,300 “flash” messages 
by telephone to eta headquarters, and 
it was estimated that the time between 
the observation plane and the receipt of 
information at headquarters averaged 
than three minutes. One plane, a 
B-17, nearly reached Ft. Bragg unre 
ported. Flying at 12,000 feet or higher 
and equipped with new engine silencer, 
the bomber was reported only a few times 
by the civilian net, although the antiair 
craft observation posts picked it up. Of 
the silencer, however, it was said that it 
reduces the planes speed. 

Considerable difference of opinion was 
expressed by oflicers present to 
defensive worth of antiaircraft guns and 
pursuit aviation and as to the efficiency 
of high altitude and night bombing. 
the official reports on these phases were 
of course carefully guarded, some “neu 
tral” observers felt that modern antiair 
craft defense can force planes to high

altitudes and that for the defense of 
small areas such as Ft. Bragg, antiair 


craft, defense aviation, and an adequate 
warning net can make air raids inadvisa- 
ble and unprofitable. For larger areas, 
however, as in the case of great cities or 
industrial regions, such a defense was 
held impracticable at the present. 

From the unofficial reports of observ 
ers, the following summary can be made 
of various lessons learned : 

Attacking bombers The blackout of 
towns alone will not necessarily prevent 
enemy pilots from reaching their objec 
tive. More essential is that the lights be 
traying roads be blackened out and that 
all towns be absolutely dark. Detection 
by a warning net does not necessarily 
mean their destruction, as many of them 
succeeded in flying above their objective 


without being intercepted by pursuit 
planes or illuminated by searchlights.

Revise Communications Board 


In an effort to improve communications 
within ships of the Fleet, the Navy De- 
partment this week reorganized its In- 
terior Control Board, the naval agency 
responsible for devising a foolproof sys- 
tem of keeping ship commanders at all 
times in touch with battle stations. 

The Board, composed of representatives 
of various bureaus and offices of the Navy, 
has been so occupied during past months 
with perfecting interior control systems 
for the new vessels of the Fleet, that it 
was decided to assign to one of the Navy's 
outstanding communications experts, 
Comdr. Jeffrey C. Metsel, USN, as full 
time member and recorder. The agency, 
headed by Capt. R. C. MeFall, USN, Di- 
rector of Fleet Training, has 14 mem- 
bers, all of whom, however, have had 
other duties to occupy their time. 

The official definition of Internal Con 
trol is, “Internal Control is to be inter- 
preted as a means by which command is 
exercised within a ship.” Faced with the 
problem of assuring the commanding offi- 
cer of a warship that he will at all times 
have available direct lines of communica-

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Naval Board Aaaunae 
Proposed New Pay Scale 


Rear Adm. Frank H,. Sadler, USN, 
president of the Navy-Marine Corps pay 
board, said yesterday that the group had 
reached an agreement on new pay tables 
for commissioned oflicers, warrant offi- 
cers, nurses and enlisted men of the naval 
service and that a report would be sub- 
mitted to the Secretary just as soon as 
it can be written. 

The proposed new pay scale provides 


“very moderate increases” in compensa- 
tion, Admiral Sadler said, but beyond 
that would not reveal what is recom- 


mended, It was learned, however, that 
the report will urge basing pay on rank 
rather than on length of service and 
would abolish the distinction now drawn 
between officers with and without de- 
pendents. Reports that the board and 
naval officials favor the incorporation of 
all allowances in base pay were declared 
to be unfounded in informed sources this 
week. To do so, it was said, would result 
in a very material increase in retired pay, 
which it is believed Congress would not 
consider, 

The agreement on the pay question was 
obtained at a meeting of the board on 
Thursday, and came as something of a 
surprise, for it had been expected that it 
would not be reached for several weeks. 
llowever, while the proposed new pay 
tables are virtually complete, the report 
of the board must be prepared and it is 
expected that this may take another 
month, for the language of the document 
will be carefully written and rewritten, to 
be certain that it expresses the intention 
of its framers. 

Meanwhile, the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board, headed by Brig. Gen. Lorenzo D, 
Gasser, USA, continued its examination 
of the problem, with individual study and 
informal conferences, A regular meeting 
of the group may be held next week, it 
was stated, at which an agreement be- 
tween the Services will be sought on the 
questions of warrant and enlisted pay. 
The Navy Pay Board has already furn- 
ished the Interdepartmental group with 
tentative recommendations as to the pay 
of enlisted men and nurses and will have a 
report on their views on warrant officers 
in about two weeks. The data on com- 
missioned officers will be ready for the 
Joint Service body about a week there- 
after, it was indicated. One reason for 
the latter two studies taking this length 
of time is that the Navy Board at every 
session has been rechecking what pre- 
viously had been done on enlisted per- 
sonnel before going on to the warrant 
ollicer problem, and similiarly going over 
its tentative warrant findings before tak- 
ing up the commissioned officer problem. 

An agreement on the questions of en- 
listed and warrant problems is in sight, 
members of the Interdepartmental Board 
declare. Little time need be taken with 
the warrant problem for the Army and 
Navy warrant groups are not considered 
comparable and pay recommendations 
for each can be worked out by the Serv- 
ices concerned, As to enlisted personne?

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Editors Favor Increased Counter-Espionage Funds for Services 


President Roosevelt's recent statement that we must tighten up on counter- 
espionage enforcement and the start of the trial of four alleged spies in New York, 
have aroused nation-wide interest in the problem of protection against the activities 
of foreign agents. The press, in general, favors additional funds for counter-espionage. 


“Here in America,” says the St. Louis Star-Times, “isolated from the intrigues 
of the Old World, we have not taken our spies seriously. Yet with the advent of 
the post-war isms, spies representing all ideologies and all important nations have 
flocked to our shores, some to steal our military information, others to stir up 
discontent and spread their alien gospel, and still others merely to win sympathy 
and good will for their mother countries. The latter are harmless propagandists in 
most cases but sometimes use this technique as a cover-all for their more insidious 
activities, 

“We have tolerated them and permitted them to mingle freely with the people 
to such an extent that they have now become 2 nuisance that verges on a menace. 
A counter-espionage service amply financed is the only answer to those who abuse 
our hospitality.” 


The St. Paul, Minn., Dispatch comments: “Most Americans will probably find it 
hard to understand why this country should be overrun with foreign spies. There is 
more reason now than formerly for it, not because any foreign nation is preparing 
for war against the United States, but because in this era of mechanical warfare, 
all military intelligence organizations are anxious to find out what is going on in 
armies and navies—what new developments in guns, gas warfare, airplane de- 
tanks and so on.

The Navy's great expansion in the use 
of large, multiple-engined patrol planes 
presents the Internal Control Board with 
still another problem. With the pilots in 
the nose of the craft, engineers and radio- 
men in the center, and machine gunners in 
the tails, the new patrol planes must of 
necessity have a well coordinated means 
of communication. 

Navy oflicials said this week that next 
to fire control, internal communications 
facilities occupy the most important and 
restricted classification. The names of 
the members of the board are not made 
public. However, the Bureaus of the 
Navy Department from which its mem- 
bers are assigned are as follows, three 
officers from the Division of Fleet Train- 
ing, one officer from the Office of Naval 
Communications, two oflicers from the 
Bureau of Navigation, two officers from 
the Bureau of Ordnance, one oflicer from 
the Bureau of Engineering, one officer 
from the Bureau of Aeronautics and one 
officer from the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair.

Navy's enlisted base pay table is gener- 


ally higher than that of the Army and 
longevity increases come earlier. Navy 


enlisted men can benefit only by a base 
pay increase, while in the Army—and the 
same thing is true to a different degree 
in the Marine Corps—increases in grades 
and ratings and mere parity with exist- 
ing Navy pay would be of material benefit 
and probably all that could be expected. 

The position taken by the War Depart- 
ment in the pay study is understood to be 
in favor of increasing the grades and rat- 
ings and boosting longevity increases, 
rather than making any material change 
in the base pay rates. Enlisted men of 
the Navy receive a ten percent “fogie” 
after their first reenlistment, and five per- 
cent additional after each succeeding re- 
enlistment, reaching a maximum of 2 
percent after 16 years’ service. In the 
Army and Marine Corps, however, ¢l- 
listed men receive a five percent “fogie” 
every five years reaching a maximum of 
25 percent after 20 years’ of Service.

Military Surgeons Hold 46th Annual Meeting 


Five hundred members of the Associa- 
tion of Military Surgeons, including the 
Surgeons General of the Army, Navy and 
Public Health Service gathered last week 
at the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn., for 
the Forty-Sixth Annual Convention of 
the order. 

President Roosevelt sent the following 
letter to Col. A. E. Lord, MC, Ill. NG, 
head of the Association : 

“Please extend my greetings to the 
members of the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States as they 
assembled for their forty-sixth annual 
convention. I trust their study of the 
problems of promoting physical fitness 
and of applying the medical resources of 
this country to the prevention of disease 
and the amelioration of suffering when- 
ever demanded in a national emergency 
will be successfully carried forward. 

“T hope also that the happy circum- 
stances of a meeting under the auspices 
of the Mayo Clinic and Foundation may 
afford mutual inspiration in humani- 
tarian service.” 

An address of welcome by Brig. Gen. 
William J. Mayo, Aux.-Res., followed the 
opening of the meeting by Col, Frederick 
R. Smith, Med.-Res., and the invocation 
by Chaplain Albert L. Evans, USA. 

General Mayo Speaks 

In his address, General Mayo keynoted 
the convention with the statement that 
preparedness for war is the insurance of 
peace.” Pointing out the continued fail- 
ure of peace pacts, he said, “Those of us 
who go back through two wars, the 
Spanish-American War of 1898 and the 
Great War of 20 years ago, realize per- 
haps more clearly than the average citi- 
zen for just what the Medical Corps of 
the United States Army is responsible. 

“It is so easy to think of war and the 
losses of war in terms of deadly weapons, 
but the highest death rate in the Spanish- 
American War was not from wounds but 
from typhoid fever and other preventable 
diseases and it was in the military camps 
of this country, not in Cuba, that the 
greatest number met their deaths. We 
went into that war unprepared and the 
greater part of our losses was the result 
of that unpreparedness. Young men, un- 
trained, badly housed, unprotected from 
infectious diseases were the victims of a 
conflict in which they did not take part.” 

“In the war of twenty years ago,” he 
continued, “the highest death rate was 
not from wounds, but both abroad and in 
this country the appalling mortality was 
from influenza, pneumonia and related 
diseases. Again unpreparedness. 

“Let us hope that in the future we 
shall give attention not only to saving the 
wounded, but to prevent the destruction 
of both combatant and non-combatant, 
and unmilitarized women and children, 
by disease. There is the death rate we 
must be prepared to obviate.” 

Introduce Medical Leaders 

Following General Mayo’s speech, the 
distinguished members and guests of the 
Association, including Maj. Gen. C. R. 
Reynolds, the Surgeon General of the 
Army, Rear Adm, Perceval 8S. Rossiter, 
the Surgeon General of the Navy, Dr. 
Thomas Parran, jr., the Surgeon General 
of the Public Health Service, Col. Kent 
Nelson, MC, USA, Col. George FV. Ijams, 
of the Veterans’ Administration, Col. 
Louis B. Wilson, Aux.-Res., USA, of the 
Mayo Foundation, Dr. Donald C. Balfour, 
of the Mayo Foundation, and Dr. James 
M. Hayes were introduced to the dele- 
gates. 

On Thursday afternoon, papers were 
read by Lt. Comdr. Charles Hl. Watkins, 
MC, USNR, Dr. John 8S. Lundy, Lt. Lloyd 
Mousel, Med.-Res., Maj. Norman N, 
Keith, CEF, Lt. Col. Orville FE. McKim, 
Vet.-Res., Col. David C. Hilton, MC, Neb. 
NG, following a tour of the Mayo Clinie 
and a review of the technical exhibits. 

On Thursday evening, a smoker was 
held, at which Lt. Col. Leon A. Fox, MC, 
USA, Instructor of the Medical Unit of 
the University of Michigan ROTC, made 
observations on the medical department 
of the Japanese Army operating with the 
North China Expeditionary Force.

Gen. Reynolds Sees Reserves Inadequate 

In the afternoon, the delegates heard 
General Reynolds declare that the medi- 
cal reserves of the Army are inadequate 
and should be built up. “If the United 
States Army were called to war now,” he 
said, “sick and wounded would be taken 
care of as far as first aid, and they would 
be evacuated to the rear area, but from 
that point, there is no provision for 
further exacuation and hospitalization. 
It is on organized medical reserves that 
we must call for professional assistance 
in the field of operations and the home 


areas. We depend on them for evacua- 
tion, professional care and research 
work.” 


Reviewing the many activities of the 
Army medical department, General Reyn- 
olds declared that the medical depart- 
ment has made its best contributions in 
medical research and preventive medi- 
cine. 

His talk was followed by a speech by 
Rear Admiral Rossiter. In reviewing the 
activities of the Navy medical corps dur 
ing the past six years, Admiral Rossiter 
asserted that the development of the 
Naval medical reserve is the outstanding 
feature. “The medical corns of the Navy 
has kept pace with Naval and military 
development,” he declared. “The person- 
nel and operation of hospitals compare 
favorably with any in the world. The 
financial system is in accord with the best 
modern practice. “Equipment is ample, 
of the latest and the best. Reserve stores 
are being accumulated under a definite 
plan.” 

“Navy Medics! Department Ready” 

Admiral Rossiter. who will retire on 
Dee. 1, stated, “T will turn over the watch 
to my relief with all secure. We have not 
yet reached our port, but we are under- 
way full speed ahead. Were a national 
emergency to occur today, T can confi- 
dently say to vou ‘the medical depart- 
ment of the Navy is ready.’” He paid 
tribute to the help given the corns bv the 
President, Secretary of the Navy Swan- 
son, Assistant Secretary Edison, Admiral 
William D. Leahy, the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the officers, nurses and 
men of the medical service. Admiral 
Rossiter also told of the strides that the 
Navy is making in building hospital fa- 
cilities, and described the work on the 
new Naval hosnital at Washington. The 
medical building program, he said, is 
years ahead of schedule due to the gener- 
ous apnronriations and the allocation of 
PWA funds. 

He also spoke of the reserve bill, ap- 
proved by the President in June, which 
will eventually provide 15 additional ean- 
tains and 150 additional commanders in 
the medical reserve corps. The board to 
select these officers, he said. will convene 
next December to recommend one-half of 
this number for immediate promotion 
and the remainder by regular increments. 

It is also proposed, he added. to inaueu- 
rate a correspondence course for medical 
reserve officers, the course designed to in- 
form them concerning purely naval pro- 
ceedures, customs and requirements in 
order that when entering on active duty, 
they will be reasonably well informed 
concerning the service. 


Dr. Parran Heard 

Dr. Parran followed Admiral Rossiter 
on the rostrum to tell of the work of the 
Public Health Service. He told the as- 
semblage that America is becoming a 
world center of medical knowledge and 
that “My mind is insistent that we pro 
vide better for health and the medical 
needs of the nation. We should do what 
we know how to do to minimize disease.” 

Deploring the deficiency in facilities 
such as hospitals for carrying on the 
health program, Dr. Parran declared that 
the United States is building a lot of post 
offices but no hospitals. Knowledge to

efficiency of industrial workers and mili- 
tary forces of this nation were listed by 
Dr. Parran as favoring a program of 
health. He then called upon the medical 
profession to support the proposed plan 
of the Public Health Service which 
would involve the expenditure of 870 mil- 
lion dollars to improve the health of the 
nation. Dr. Parran said that he “saw 
nothing revolutionary in any part of the 
public health program.” 

Admiral William D. Leahy arrived in 
Rochester in the afternoon, and greeted 
the members of the Association follow- 
ing the talks of the three chiefs of the 
nation’s civil and military medical organ- 
izations. 

Capt. George W. Calver, MC, USN, dis- 
cussing the question of whether or not 
America is fit for war, stressed the im- 
portance of periodic physical examina- 
tions, especially for the younger people 
of the nation, and advocated greater 
physical culture and the abandonment of 
spectator sports for the more wholesome 
participator-sports. He was followed by 
Comdr, Roger A. Nolan, MC, USN, who 
spoke on the prevention of venereal 
disease in the military services, 

Honor Admiral Rossiter 

The annual banquet was held Friday 
evening, and the program consisted of a 
program commemorating the approach- 
ing retirement of Admiral Rossiter and 
speeches by Admiral Leahy and Col.

HE Allies continued supplying the im- 

pulse to the enemy's retirement in 
Flanders and northern France, from the 
coast region to the Meuse River, through- 
out the week without relaxation, Having 
executed a retirement from the Belgian 
shore line and from the Tille region, at 
the cost of thousands of troops driven 
over the Dutch line and interned in Hol- 
land, the Germans made strenuous efforts 
to hold the pursuing forces along a series 
of lines that offered at least temporary 
stopping places. In the northwest, they 
failed to make good the positions cover- 
ing Ghent and Valenciennes. In the south- 
east the Germans were partly snecessful 
in retaining the natural defenses north 
of Laon, and in the Mense-Argonne re- 
gion. by employing heavy forces in counter 
attack they kept the line in a state of 
immobility for the time being at the point 
where they could least afford to lose 
ground. The heaviest fighting of the week 
undovbtedly took place in this area, where 
a moderate advance on the nart of the 
Allies would imperil all the German line 
to the northwest, threatening to prevent 
its further orderly retirement. 

For the time being, the opposed armies 
are again In contact along most of the 
front from Verdun northwestward The 
enemy has resumed the defense almost 
everywhere, 

The American Ist Army operating in 
the Arvonne-Mevse region reported stub- 
born fighting and a number of local sue- 
cesses during the early part of the week, 
On the 18th, Bantheville was taken by a 
rush, withont artillery preparation, On 
the 21st, TTill 297 and the Boise de Rappes 
was captured,

Naval service I should like to say that 
we all regret the retirement of Rear Ad- 
miral Rossiter from active duty; that we 
will miss him in our councils and in our 
work; and that we all join in wishing 
him many more years in which to devote 
to the service of his countrymen the 
knowledge and splendid talents acquired 
in his wide experience.” 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Edi- 
son sent a telegram to the banquet, in 
which he commended Admiral Rossiter 
on his work as Surgeon General of the 
Navy. 

Distinguished guests at the dinner in- 
cluded Brig. Gen. W. D. Hodges, USA, 
commanding Ft. Snelling, Maj. Gen. H. L. 
Gilchrist, USA-Ret., secretary of the As- 
sociation, Lt. Col. A, L. Evans, chaplain 
at Ft.

Principal spenker of the evening was 
Col. George FE.

In his talk, he warned 
against propaganda, and asked that the 
people of the United States stand mili- 
tantly against any attempts to undermine 
our government. “What America needs 
today,” sald Colonel Ijams, “is an alert 
and militant non-partisan organization 
dedicated solely to the defense of our 
American system of government and 
operating in every state in our union.” 

Admiral Leahy Speaks 

Kurlier in the day, Admiral Leahy 
talked to the Association of the problems 
facing the American Navy. He said that 
when statesmanship has failed to pre- 
serve the peace, responsibility rests upon 
the armed forces and the people of the 
country will expect the armed forces to 
be in state of readiness to insure a vie- 
tory. In defending the country in war, 
said Admiral Leahy, “we cannot assume 
an attitude of passive resistance.” He 
continued, “We would undergo the costly 
experience of a war lasting as long as 
the enemy willed; that is until he had 
obtained every objective.” 

The Chief of Naval Operations said the 
only way that war, once begun, would be 
successfully concluded is by making the 
enemy want to stop fighting by injuring 





him so badly that he will be anxious to 
make peace. “Prompt, effective and de- 
structive injury to an enemy, at a dis- 
tance from our shores, is the only correct 
strategy to be employed,” he declared. 

Speaking of the European situation, 
Admiral Leahy commented, “IT should like 
to be able to tell you something about the 
future prospects for peace in Europe, but 
in the rapidly changing arrangements of 
alliances and understandings there, no- 
hody knows what tomorrow will bring. It 
seems clear that we in America should be 
able, willing and prepared to take care of 
ourselves, 

“We are all grateful,” he said, “that 
peace still prevails on this continent, but 
an aggressive interference with our pos- 
sessions, our way of living and our gov- 
ernment will not be tolerated by the 
American people. Security will be practi- 
cally assured if our provision for defense 
is commensurate with the responsibilities 
and material wealth of the nation.” 

He concluded by saying that a Navy 
second to none is needed to assure our 
peace.

High-altitude bombing, even at altitudes 
exceeding 20,000 feet, is becoming in- 
creasingly practicable, but targets must 
be area objectives. 

Antiaircraft searchlights were effective 
in illuminating raiding bombers flying 
light as high as 24,000 feet, but failed to 
pick up many raiding planes flying dark- 
ened at altitudes very considerably less, 
Present equipment is adequate against 
day bombers, and probably against night 
bombers, under favorable conditions, up 
to 18,000 feet. 


Defense aviation Faster ‘pursuit 
planes are needed between certain 
altitudes. No American pursuit planes 
now in service can match the speed 


of the army’s “flying fortresses.” The 
speed of bombing plans in general 
is now so nearly equal to that of pursuit 
ships that interception of the bombers by 
the defending planes is often impracti- 
cable prior to reaching their objective. A 
warning net is essential if pursuit ships 
are to have time to take off and reach 
combat altitudes in time to intercept 
bombers. The problem of pursuit opera- 
tion at night is still unsolved. The best 
solution so far, particularly on nights 
when ground defenses are hampered by 
low visibility on bright moonlight, seems 
to be the constant patrolling of fixed 
zones by part of the defending squadrons, 
with the remaining squadrons ready on 
the ground.

Washington, 1936-38. In July, 1938, he 
was assigned to the War Department 
General Staff. 

General Strong was born in Chicago, 
Ill., in 1880. Graduating from the U. 8. 
Military Academy in 1904, he was com- 
missioned in the Cavalry. Prior to the 
World War he served in the field in opera- 
tions against Ute Indians in 1: par- 
ticipated in engagements against hostile 
Moros in the Philippines early in 1908; 
was Military Attache at the American 
Embassy in Tokyo from April, 1908 to 
September, 1911; and saw considerable 
service on the Mexican border during the 
frontier disturbances in the period 1914- 
16. 

General Strong sailed for France in 
July, 1918, was assigned to the Operations 
Division of the General Staff, Fourth 
Army Corps, and had charge of all troop 
movements of that Corps prior to and 
during the St. Mihiel offensive and prior 
to the Meuse-Argonne offensive. He was 
later assigned to the Operations Division 
of the General Staff of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Robert Lee Bullard’s Second Ameri- 
can Army on the Toul front. 

Upon his return to the United States in 
November, 1919, General Strong was as- 
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signed to duty as Professor of Law at 
the U. 8S. Military Academy, in which 
capacity he served until the summer of 
1922. Between 1924 and 1932 he served 
on five different occasions as technical 
military adviser to American delegations 
to limitation of armaments conferences 
at Geneva, Switzerland. After command- 
ing the 11th Infantry at Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, Indiana, to August, 1987, he re- 
turned to Washington, D. C., for duty in 
the Military Intelligence Division of the 
General Staff.

Ist Sgt. Wallace To Retire 

On October 31, 1938, Ist Sgt. Lewis €, 
Wallace, Company B, 12th Infantry, Ft. 
Howard, Md., will be placed on the re- 
tired list of the United States Army, hav- 
ing served thirty years. 

Ist Sergeant Wallace was born at New- 
ark, N. J., on December 12, 1884, and en- 
listed in Troop F, 8th Cavalry on May 
11, 1911. Since that time he has served 
with the 3rd and 8th Cavalry, the 12th, 
15th, 21st, 27th, 30th, 38th, and 53rd In- 
fantry. He also served one enlisted with 
the DEML. 

Ist Sergeant Wallace was a member of 
the Chief of Cavalry’s Rifle Team in 1927, 
while serving with the 3rd Cavalry.

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Awards of Soldier’s Medal 

Announcement has been made of the 
award of the Soldier’s Medal to an officer 
and three enlisted men of the Army. 

The following citations for heroism 
were awarded to Capt. John L. Ryan, jr., 
Cay., Corp. Paul W. Stone, AC, Pvt. Paul 
H. Chamberlain, FA, and Pvt. Willie B. 
Perkins, Inf. : 

John L. Ryan, jr., captain, 13th Cavalry, 
United States Army. For heroism displayed 
on May 23, 1938, at Nashville, Tennessee. Upon 
seeing a fully loaded and driverless commer- 
cial gasoline truck moving rapidly down 
grade and heading toward a group of spec- 
tators, including children, and toward several 
government trucks lined up in the road, Cap- 
tain Ryan, with utter disregard of his own 
safety, jumped onto the running board and, 
although unable to make his way into the 
driver’s cab, brought the truck under partial 
control from his position on the running 
board. By his prompt action Captain Ryan 
was able to steer the truck away from the 
nearer spectators, children, and vehicles, and 
thereby avoided the probability of a fatal 
accident, This, however, was not accom- 
plished until Captain Ryan, just prior to leap- 
ing to safety from the careening vehicle, with 
great danger to himself, had guided the truck 
off the road where it crashed into a clump of 
trees. Birthplace: Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. En- 
tered the Military Academy from Tennessee. 
Present station: Fort Knox, Ky. 

Paul W. Stone, corporal, 6th Pursuit Squad- 
ron, Air Corps, United States Army. For 
heroism displayed near Haleiwa, Oahu, Terri- 
tory of Hawaii, on Dec. 26, 1987. When a 
civilian swimmer became exhausted 150 yards 
off shore and called for help at about 11:00 
A. M., Dee. 26, 1937, Corporal Stone, with 
utter disregard of his own safety, immedi- 
ately swam to his rescue In squally weather 
ina rough and choppy sea against the tide, 
the ocean current and the river emptying into 
the sea, and reached the drowning man just 
as he was on the point of sinking. Corporal 
Stone assisted the semi-conscious man to 
shore and there administered artificial respi- 
ration, thereby saving his life. Birthplace: 
Plainview, Texas. Residence at enlistment: 
Woodsboro, Texas. Present station: Schofield 
Barracks, Territory of Hawaii. 

Paul H. Chamberlain, private, Battery D, 
7th Field Artillery, United States Army. For 
heroism displayed on the artillery range at 
Underhill, Vermont, on May 26, 1988. During 
target practice of his organization Private 
Chamberlain, a cannoneer of a gun crew of 
Battery D, 7th Field Artillery, noticed that 
the fuze head of a round of 75 mm anti 
aircraft shrapnel, which was being prepared 
in the fuze setter, was smoking. He quickly 
turned the fuze setter and the round to safety, 
and loudly calling a warning to the other 
eight members of the gun crew, seized the 
Shell, carried it to a heavy woods some dis- 
tance away from the gun position where he 
deposited it, and then withdrew to a place 
of safety. The utter disregard of personal 
safety and the presence of mind and coolness 
in the face of great danger to himself and the 
other members of the gun crew displayed by 
Private Chamberlain prevented the possible 
loss of life which might have been occasioned 
by a premature explosion of the shell, Birth- 
place and residence at enlistment: Claremont, 
New Hampshire. Present station: Fort 
Devens, Mass, 

Willie B. Perkins, private, Company F, 15th 
Infantry, United States Army. For heroism 
displayed in rescuing a soldier from drown- 
ing in American Lake, Washington, May 27, 
1888. Private Perkins and a civilian were on 
the shore when they heard cries for help. 
With utter disregard of their own safety they 
unhesitatingly plunged into the extremely 
cold waters, swam to the assistance of the

drowning man who had submerged and failed 
to come to the surface. On reaching the spot 
where the man had disappeared, Private 
Perkins dove to the bottom in about 20 feet 
of water, brought the unconscious man to 
the surface and with the aid of the civilian 
towed him with much difficulty toward a 
small boat which had put out from the shore 
to their assistance. On reaching the boat, 
Private Perkins and the civilian momentarily 
released their hold on the unconscious man 
who immediately sank again to the bottom of 
the lake. Unhesitatingly, Private Perkins, 
again dove to the bottom, brought the drown- 
ing man to the surface, and, although he him- 
self was almost exhausted, finally succeeded 
in bringing him safely to shore, where he ad- 
ministered artificial respiration and thereby 
saved his life. Birthplace and residence at en- 
listment: Rowlett, Texas. Present station: 
Co. E, 15th Inf., Fort Lewis, Wash.

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To Celebrate Navy Day 

On Thursday, Oct. 27, the anniversary 
of the birth of President Theodore Roose- 
velt, the Navy and the nation will cele- 
brate Navy Day. Navy Day this year is 
looming larger than ever in the eye of the 
public because of the world situation and 
the project that the next Congress will 
be asked to appropriate the largest peace- 
time budgets in history. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson has 
invited the public to visit Naval facili- 
ties all over the country on Navy Day, 
and the Navy League of the United States, 
which is sponsoring the celebration in 
conjunction with the Navy, has arranged 
a number of patriotic and civie celebra- 
tions. 

In the first demonstration of its kind 
ever held, the Organized Reserves and 
the Communication Reserves of the First, 
Third and Fourth Naval Districts will 
join in a combined demonstration of 
Naval Reserve activities. At about 2:30 
p.m., Eastern Standard Time, aircraft as- 
signed to the Naval Reserve Aviation 
Bases in the First, Second, Third and 
Fourth Naval Districts will take off 
simultaneously and proceed to the vicin- 
ity of Naval Reserve Armories within 
these istricts. During the period between 
3:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m., the aircraft will 
give an exhibition of aircraft tactics over 
each of the various armories, ranging in 
location from Pittsburgh, Pa., to Port- 
land, Me., and from New York City to 
Buffalo, N. Y. Navy Day posters will be 
dropped from the Reserve plans. At the 
various armories, Naval Reservists will 
assemble in a demonstration of mobiliza- 
tion ability. 

In another extremely interesting phase 
of Reserve participation, Secretary of 
the Navy Swanson will send out two mes- 
sSuges to radio umateurs, a great percent- 
age of whom are Reservists. The messages 
will be transmitted at the rate of approxi- 
mately 25 words per minute, and amateur 
operations in the United States and its 
possessions may submit their copies of 
the intercepted message in a receiving 
competition conducted by the American 
Radio Relay League, with those submit- 
ting a perfect copy receiving a letter of 
appreciation from the Navy Department. 
The messages will be transmitted from 
two locations. One will be sent from San 
Francisco at 7:30 p.m., 120th Meridian 
Time, simultaneously on 4045 and 9090 
keys., call letters NPG. The other will be 
sent from Washington, D. C., at 9:00 
p.m., 75th Meridian Time, simultaneously 
on 4045 and S090 keys., call letters NAA, 

Great strides have been made by the 
“ham” radio operators of the United 
States during the past few years, and 
ranking military and naval strategists 
have often said that these amateurs would 
play an important role in the inner com- 
munications of the nation in the event of 
war. 

The Secretary of the Navy will also 
send special messages to the masters of 
United States merchant vessels in all 
parts of the world. broadcast at 12:01 
a.m., G.C.T., Navy Day, using internation- 
al procedure. For a period of 24 hours 
the following naval shore radio stations 
will transmit the message in connection 
with the regular time, weather and hydro- 
graphic broadcasts.

From coast to coast, ranking Naval 
officers will speak to civic audiences on 
the Navy and its position in the defense 
forces of the nation. At St. Louis, Mo., 
Rear Admiral Joseph M. Reeves, USN, 
Ret., former commander-in-chief of the 
United States Fleet, will make an ad- 
dress. Rear Admiral Thomas C. Hart, 
USN, Chairman of the General Board of 
the Navy Department, is scheduled to 
speak at Bridgeport, Conn., while Rear 
Admiral Clark Howell Woodward, Com- 
mandant of the Third Naval District, will 
travel southward to Atlanta, Ga., to ap- 
pear before a Navy Day audience.

New Television System 


Capt. Oliver T. Francis, USMC, has re- 
cently been issued a patent for a new type 
of television system which is said to give 
more intensity of illumination than exist- 
ing types. 

A graduate of the Army Motor Trans- 
port School, Army Signal School, Army 
Chemical Warfare School and the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, Captain Francis has 
experimented in television, radio, photo 
electricity and like fields for the past dec- 
ade. He has patented eight éther inven 
tions in recent years. At present, Captain 
Francis is stationed at Quantico, Va., 
where he is quartermaster and adjutant 
of the Post Service Battalion and post 
munitions officers. He formerly was on 
the Marine Corps School faculty. 

Describing the new television system, 
the Quantico Sentinel states: “The patent 
utilizes an incandescent screen instead of 
the usual type of flourescent screen, 
thereby giving increased intensity of 
illumination. The new type reflects light 
in greater magnitude so that pictures may 
be seen in undarkened rooms and with 
greater clearness, 

“The patent goes into rather basic 
theory in that it utilizes Kinstein’s photo- 
electric equasion to explain the electronic 
reactions in the formation of the image. 
This equasion, proposed by Einstein in 
1905, is perhaps Einstein’s greatest con- 
tribution to modern science, in that it ex- 
plains the nature of the reaction between 
light and matter. It is the relation be- 
tween the ‘Edison effect’ of 1883 and the 
‘DeForest space charge effect’ of 1907, 
the greatest discoveries of Thomas FEdi- 
son and Lee DeForest.”

Rear Admiral R. R. Waesche, in a let- 
ter to personnel of the Coast Guard calls 
upon members of the Service to “cultivate 
a sympathetic attitude toward the diffi- 
culties of marine labor,” avoid criticisms 
and opinions, “and never, under any con 
dition, unwarrantly interfere with or take 
sides in a labor dispute.” 

The Commandants message was inter 
preted this week as being a clear defini 
tion of Coast Guard policy as the admin 
istrative agency for the United States 
Maritime Commission’s Maritime Ser 
vice. At the time establishment of the 
new agency was discussed, last year, some 
of the merchant marine labor organiza- 
tions opposed the plan on the ground thut 
the Coast Guard, a military agency, 
would not be favorable to labor. 

The text of Admiral Waesche'’s state 
ment follows : 

Under authority of General Order No, 25 of 
the Maritime Commission of the Coast Guard 
has undertaken the administration of the 
United States Maritime Service established 
by Section 216 of an Act of the last Congress 
entitled, “An Act to further the development 
of an adequate and well-balanced American 
merchant marine, ete.” 

The task of the Coast Guard is to develop, 
through training, indoctrination and compen 
sation allowances, a more efficient and con 
tented personnel in the United States Mer 
chant Marine, and to make a seagoing career 
more attractive to ambitious and responsible 
men, 

The successful prosecution of this new duty 
undoubtedly will be an important factor in 
the destiny of the Coast Guard, and its per 
sonnel, commissioned, warrant, and enlisted, 
should be appreciative of the necessity of so 
condueting themselves as to merit the respect 
and confidence of both the marine employer 
and the merchant seaman. To this end they 
should cultivate a sympathetic attitude to- 
ward the difficulties of marine labor, should 
avoid criticisms and opinions, and never, 
under any condition, unwarrantly interfere 
with or take sides in a labor dispute. 

This circular applies with equal force to 
those whose relations with the Merchant Ma 
rine are casual as well as those whose duties 
are connected with the training system.

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“Part of our problem is the problem of what I may call the mobilization of the 
resources of the nation at the proper time if it should ever be necessary to mobilize 
them for national defense. We shall study efficiency and adequate equipment as care- 
fully as we shall study the number of and size of our ships.”—Wooprow WILSON. 





THAT PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S POLICY for large increases of the Army 
and the Navy and their Air forces meets with the wish of the American people, 
has been shown effectively by the Gallup survey which was published in the dailies 
on Sunday. “Throughout the country,” Dr. Gallup reports, “65 voters in every hun- 
dred thought the Army should be enlarged. Seventy-one per cent thought the Navy 
should be increased.” The survey notes that the greatest opposition to reenforce- 
ments comes from the Middle West, but even in the East Central States 68 per cent 
and 68 per cent, respectively, want a stronger Army and a more formidable Navy, 
and in the West Central States the figures are 56 and 58 per cent. In short, the great 
majority of American voters feel the country should be put in a posture of defense 
that will insure safety from attack and for our vital interests abroad. Bernard M. 
Baruch, former Chairman of the War Industries Board, has suggested a special 
tax to meet the cost of the additional preparations. It is possible the suggestion was 
made in order to get the reaction of the taxpayers, so as to guide the President when 
he shall submit his recommendation to the next Congress. In official circles, it is 
explained that compilation of the national budget is being deferred until it is known 
just what additions to the defense are considered necessary by the experts. When 
the total of the budget shall have been determined, then the question of the amount 
of additional revenue to be raised can be settled. It would seem from the trend 
of discussion in Washington that the Administration proposes to charge to National 
Defense the further disbalance of the budget and higher taxes. As a matter of 
fact, there has not been the slightest doubt that the Treasury would suffer a deficit 
next June of anywhere from 2.8 to 5 billion dollars, and the Treasury and the 
taxing Committees of Congress have been considering for months the items upon 
which new levies could be imposed. A special tax would make for a reversal of the 
present popular approval of enlargement of the Services, and to attribute the greater 
deficit to them would have a like effect. Under the Constitution, the primary duty 
of the Federal Government is to provide for the National Defense. That provision 
world conditions make necessary. Consequently, there can be no justification for 
the effort to instill the belief in the public mind that the deficit and higher taxes 
are due solely to this need. It should not be forgotten that other agencies of the 
Government, the PWA, and the WPA to mention two, are spending many more 
times the amount which is devoted to the Services, and required for the increases 
to be proposed, The Treasury's situation cannot, and ought not to be chargeable to 
the Army and Navy alone. 


THE VALUB OF CIVILIAN COOPERATION with the Army in detecting the 
approach of air raiders has been conclusively demonstrated by the exercises which 
have centered upon Ft, Bragg. Comprehended in what was termed an air raid warn- 
ing net was an area of 20,758 square miles in North Carolina, in which were located 
307 observation stations manned by 2,000 civilians. From these observers in six days 
came by telephone 2,300 “flash” messages reporting raiders flying at nearly all alti- 
tudes from 75 to 25,000 feet. The average period of elapsed time from the detection 
of the plane until the receipt of the information at defense headquarters was slightly 
less than three minutes, With practice undoubtedly, this record could be surpassed. 
It must be taken into consideration that the observers in most cases never before had 
engaged in such an operation, and it was noticed that from the first hour of the 
games there was a distinct acceleration of reports. We will not discuss at this time 
the other important lessons learned. It is sufficient here to emphasize that our sharp 
eared people could be of inestimable service in case of war in locating and reporting 
the approach of raiders. It occurs to us that throughout the country there might 
be created a personnel made up of patriotic civilians like those of North Carolina, 
who would be willing to take position in case of an emergency and act as observers 
for the Army. Just as the 5ist Signal Battalion, commanded by Major Harry BP. 
Storms made telephonic connections for the problem—this detachment laid about 
200 miles of wire—so other Signal Detachments could plan for various areas and 
be prepared to establish lines of communication. European Nations have been paying 
close attention to a system of air raid intelligence, and some of them are highly 
developed. In our own case, in the event of war, an enemy carrier might dash to 
the Atlantic Coast and release planes which could do great damage to our cities and 
industrial centers. While the chances are that the vessel would be quickly cornered 
by the Navy, the fact remains that the Army would be called upon to provide pro- 
tection for the points attacked. A civilian network, with some training, and proper 
communications, would promptly advise Headquarters of raiders, and then, with 
adequate equipment, the enemy planes would be driven to such a height as to 
reduce the extent of damage from their bombs. The General Staff is to be congratu- 
lated upon an exercise which, involving as it does civilian cooperation, will make 
for greater efficiency in defense and bring the Service more nearly to the homes 
of the people.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—President Roosevelt's policy of promoting American Defense on 
all fronts has for its objective peace without war. It is his purpose to provide 
formidable reenforcements to our strength upon land, sea and air, to gear industry 
to armaments, to suppress spying, to enforce the law requiring the registration and 
publication of the names of all persons in the United States drawing pay from 
foreign Governments, and to counteract through trade development and propaganda 
in South America, the greater worth of democratic as compared to Totalitarian gov- 
ernment. It is believed that by these measures, the United States will achieve such 
power that instead of being respected for its potential strength it will be respected 
for its strength in being. To put the matter in another way, the President and his 
advisers realize from the events which produced the Munich agreement that Force 
and Fear are the determining factors in the world today, Therefore, they intend 
to provide the Force, and be relieved from Fear and the servility it produces which 
marked the march of Hitler to the eminence Munich has given him. 

The statesmen in Washington in their consideration of the course the United 
States should pursue, foresee radical changes in foreign policies which will impinge 
upon the United States, and require changes in our own. These will include revision 
of the Neutrality Act, which permits the President in his discretion to control the 
export of munitions; of the Johnson Act, which forbids loans to World War debtor 
nations, even perhaps modification of the Hull reciprocity policy in consequence of 
efforts of foreign nations to imitate Germany and Italy domestically in order to 
make themselves self-sufficient. That Latin America may not be brought into the 
Totalarian orbit, the age long activity of the United States to win the friendship 
of the nations comprising it, will be stimulated. At test in the Western Hemisphere 
will be the Monroe Doctrine, and in Congress will be moves to have that Doctrine 
specifically state America’s opposition to the creation by European States of fascist 
or communistic governments. The Administration realizes that Congress will>be 
disposed to favor isolation, that attempts will be made to make our neutrality 
mandatory, to continue the Johnson Act, and to euact the Ludlow Constitutional 
amendment for a referendum on the question of the United States engaging in war. 
This is a policy which would mean abandonment of all foreign interests and throw 
the country back upon itself, and, therefore, will be vigorously opposed by the 
President. Collateral with efforts abroad to stimulate production in order to curtail 
imports, it would have a most serious effect upon our foreign trade, and, conse- 
quently, upon our interior economy. It might easily affect our standard of living, 
increase unemployment, and necessitate far heavier taxation than the public dreams of. 

It is against these threats of the future, which the Totalarian philosophy indi- 
cates, that the President and Secretary Hull are moving through preparedness. We 
are getting ready to oppose demonstratively, if not actively, the basic idea of that 
philosophy, because of its appeal to the ignorant and because of the power behind 
it and the attempts being made to impose it upon the New World. England and France 
were cowed by their knowledge of German Air supremacy. Although their interests 
are gravely menaced in China, they are so preoccupied at home that they cannot 
do more than mouth warnings to Japan. The three authoritarian governments have 
given ample proof of their interest in Central and South America, Their agents are 
swarming in those regions, propagandizing and organizing, and at the same time 
promoting trade. Arguments are presented to sow freur of the Colossus of the North. 
To show strength, and ability to strike, German and Italian airplanes make so-called 
good will visits to Brazil, Argentine and Chile. To date, the results have been an 
increase in Totalarian trade and abortive efforts to establish Fascist Governments. 

America is now getting ready to make the answer. That answer will be in the 
form of power ready to be used should conditions require. Germany and Italy and 
Japan are to be impressed with our actual strength. South America is to be shown 
that we propose to protect them against interference with their progress in democracy. 
Parallel with the development of that power we will take every opportunity to 
manifest our friendly interest and concern and in this connection arrange for the 
amicable settlement of any disputes with us. There may be a revival of the pro- 
posal for our supply of Brazil and her sister states with destroyers. The President 
may recommend anew the creation of a powerful broadcasting station to explain 
our policies and to promote trade. We will continue to maintain cordial relations 
with the democratic nations, and will endes vor to make up for loss of trade elsewhere 
by increase of trade with them. To this end, Mr. Tlull will press his reciprocity 
negotiations, and because they need not only our trade but our support generally, 
we may expect treaties to be signed. In fact, agreements with the United Kingdom 
and Canada are in sight. As the world looks today, it is gathering into two camps, 
which, to quote from the broadcast of Winston Churchill, are involved not in 
“theoretical antagonism,” but in a struggle between all that the democracies cherish 
in the name of freedom, and a system that “leaps out at us from the Dark Ages,” 
which makes man the slave of the state, and increases its power through conquest. 








Far Eastern Military Situation—The five-way Japanese advance on Hankow has 
been successful in this past week’s operations on the south; to a less degree on the 
north, The heads of the five columns are located about as follows: 

Farthest north column: just south of Sinyang, 100 miles north of Hankow. 

Second column: at Shawo, 85 miles northeast of Hankow. 

Third column: opposite Shihhweiyao, on the north bank of the Yangte River, 
about 50 miles east-southeast of Hankow. 

Fourth column: at Shihhweiyao, 40 miles southeast of Wuchang, that part 
of Hankow located south of the Yangtze River. 

Fifth column: near Wuning, 100 miles south-southeast of Hankow. 

In the Canton area, the Japanese expeditionary force made a rapid advance 
from its beachheads along Bias Bay north to Waichow and then, after crossing the 
East River, turned west and is now approaching Suntong. This force is now about 40 
miles from Canton. 

One column of the ferce advanced west from Bias Bay, and reached the 
Canton-Hongkong railroad about midway between the East River and Hongkong. 


Delay in Dirigible Construction—Construction of the Navy's new dirigible, for 
which funds were appropriated last session, may be thrown back into the hands 
of Congress as the result of opposition of high ranking Naval officers, it was indi- 
cated in Washington this week. The authorization for the construction of the 





dirigible was carried in the 1938 Naval Expansion Bill, and $500,000 to begin con- 
struction was provided in the Second Deficiency Bill. The wording of the Dill is 
such that the President is given full discretionary powers in the matter of size, 
type and inauguration of construction. Secretary of the Navy Swanson has opposed 
construction of another large rigid ship, while Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, told a Congressional committee early this year that “The present 
policy of the Navy Department, which has not been formally approved but under 
which it is operating, is not at the present time to construct any more lighter-than- 
air rigid ships.” Assistant Secretary Edison, however, gave his endorsement to 
building another dirigible and Congress followed his advice rather than that of other 
naval officials. Now, it appears, that the views of the opponents of further lighter- 
than-air development, may prevail after all. In this connection, it is pointed out 
that the Navy lost no time in beginning construction of other features of the 
Naval Expansion Program for which money was appropriated. The technical bureaus 
completed plans for a number of types of dirigibles and only the President’s decision 
as to size and type is necessary for work to be started. Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Charles Edison is reported to have planned to take up the matter with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt early this summer, but so far, according to advices from his office, 
has not done so. 

The wording of the measure authorizing the construction of the dirigible is as 
follows: “There is hereby authorized to be appropriated, the sum of three million 
dollars, to be expended at the discretion of the President of the United States, for 
the construction of a rigid airship of American design and American construction, 
with a capacity not to exceed three million cubic feet, either fabric covered or metal 
covered, to be used for training, experimental and development purposes.” 

At a press conference several weeks ago, President Roosevelt in answer to a 
query indicated that the question of construction of the dirigible had not yet been 
considered. 


European Rearmament—Keports received from Europe show that all the nations 
of that continent are feverishly pressing armament additions. The British Govern- 
ment is making «2 thorough survey of its situation, is adding to the Fleet, largely 
udding to the Air Corps, reorganizing the territorial Army, discussing conscription 
or at least a national register, and arranging for factory defense of air bombing 
attack. It is rushing antiaircraft guns, only 100 of which were available for the 
defense of London at the height of the Czech question. In connection with the future 
power ratios of Great Britain and Germany, the latter is suggesting a preportion of 1 
British to 2 German planes, this to offset the Anglo-German Naval agreement by 
which the Berlin Government was to have a strength of 35% of the tonnage of the 
British Navy. Moreover, German industry is turning out 400 planes per month us 
contrasted with 125 planes the British are producing during the same period. The 
French Government will spend an additional 2 billion francs upon the Army and 
Navy, and particularly aviation. Because she has no intention to engage in a war of 
aggression, France is preparing solely for defense. Her situation as to gas masks 
is described by the fact that on Sept. 20 only State officials out of the 5,000,000 people 
in Paris had gas masks. France has a program of 100 planes monthly which is to be 
speeded up to 250. In this connection, the mobilization that occurred before Munich 
showed that the French Army is in excellent condition. Germany has intensified her 
activity in connection with fortifications along the French and Belgian boundaries. 
Strengthened in the matter of raw materials and factories by the acquisition of Austria 
and Czecho-Slovakia, German armament can be pushed more effectively. She claims 
she can if needed manufacture 1000 planes monthly, but this would seem to be ex- 
aggerated. In Italy, the Navy is pushing its construction program. Apparently Mus- 
solini believes his country sufliciently strong in aviation for he does not seem to be 
pressing plane production, and the General Staff has not yet adopted the stream 
lined division around which the latest maneuvers centered. 


Develop “Suicide” Vessels The biggest problem facing American designers 
who have entered the Navy Department’s small boat design competition is one of 
finding a motor of sufficient power to drive the motor torpedo boats at high speeds. 
Navy Department officials commented this week. 

The development of powerful motors suitable for installation in small surface 
craft has been almost wholly neglected in the United States, and consequently, the 
competitors in the small boat design competition are hard put to complete their de- 
signs without having a specific motor, whose performance factors are known, to 
designate for use with their projected vessel. The regulations of the competition 
require that the design be complete for final acceptance. 

To drive the 54 and 70 foot motor torpedoboats at the speed required by the 
Navy Department, it is estimated that a motor or motors developing between 1500 
and 2000 horsepower are needed. Small boat authorities state that the most efficient 
solution would probably be one involving the use of twin motors of more than 750 
horsepower each, with two propellers. The use of three motors and three propellers 
has been virtually abandoned in ships of this type, due to objectionable performance 
features. It is conceded that it would be extremely difficult to develop suflicient mo- 
tive power from one propeller, even though sufficient horsepower could be obtained 
by using one or more motors in tandem. 

Another angle that is injected into the problem is one of the weight of the motors 
and their fuel, and their placement in the vessel. Primarily, the hulls of these motor 
torpedoboats must be of extremely durable construction to withstand the speeds to 
which they will be subjected. Again, the weight of such a hull, together with the 
weight of the armament and crew, provides a difficult problem in both power and 
hull design. 

From the 70 foot motor torpedoboat design competition the Navy hopes to evolve 
a craft of the following general characteristics: hull of welded steel, with multiple 
braces against strain, probably steeply stepped to reduce resistence, and a re- 
inforced bow to reduce the danger of accident from riding into floating objects, such 
as logs, ete., at high speeds; crew of between ten and twelve; mounting two 21-inch 
torpedo tubes on deck, and carrying several high calibre machine guns mounted on ex- 
tremely flexible bases. Navy officials consider this type vessel to be one of the most 
effective anti-submarine protections, and depth charges constitute an essential part 
of the equipment. 

In the 50 foot motor torpedoboat class, it is anticipated that the vessels will be 
designed for speeds ranging up to 55 knots. These smaller vessels, if constructed along 
the lines of European boats of similar type, will be lightly armored, equipped with 
one torpedo tube and several machine guns. Observation of foreign vessels of these 
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types indicates that smoke screen equipment may or may not be included in the 
equipment. 

The small boat design competition includes two other types of vessels besides 
the ones referred to above. Designs have been asked for a 110 foot, wooden hulled, 
subchaser. ‘The nearest xpproach to a vessel of this type in use at the present time, 
is the recently developed Lurssen-Werft boat, developed for use by the German Navy. 
These craft are 95 feet over-all, and have a displacement of 62 tons. They are armed 
with two deck mounted torpedo tubes, one automatic antiaircraft gun, depth charges 
and smoke screen equipment. They carry a complement of 17 oflicers and men, As in 
most other light type vessels in use in Europe, they are powered with two twelve 
cylinder engines. The German boats are designed for either diesel or gasoline engines. 

American naval oflicials believe that the diesel engine is by far the most preferable 
for use in the above types of vessels for a number of reasons. Primarily, the danger 
of explosions and fire is greatly reduced with the use of diesel motors. Secondly, 
there is a sharp reduction over gasoline in the weight of fuel and, in the cruising radius 
per gallon, there is a more favorable showing on the part of the oil burning Diesels. 
However, Naval olflicials said this week that apparently no American motor manufae- 
turer has produced a Diesel engine capable of meeting the needs of the type of vessels 
included in the competition. 

The advances that have been made in motor construction in Europe are reflected 
in the records that have been set by the English and the Italians in both speed boat 
and automobile trials. Italy’s Count Rossi, driving an Italian speed boat, won both 
the Gold Cup Regatta and the President’s Cup Regatta here, while England holds both 
the uniimited speed boat and automobile speed records. 

The design competition has greatly spurred the activities of American designers, 
and it is hoped that suitable motors will be developed in this country. 


Start Counter-Espionage Drive—The United States, long accustomed to regarding 
espionage and foreign agents as something out of an Oppenheim thriller, found itself 
faced with a real spy problem this week, as the trial of four alleged spies began in 
New York, four persons were arrested on suspicion of espionage in the Panama Canal 
Zone and Administration officials in Washington studied ways and means of better 
protecting military and naval secrets. 

To date, the New York trial has done nothing but prove the privately expressed 
views of some ranking military officials— that the spy problem is no problem at all. 
For the picture set forth by the first witness of the Government, one of the defendants 
who is turning States’ evidence, is of a cheap racket, in which public information, 
available to all-comers, was sold to a gullible foreign government for paltry sums by 
two deserters from the U. S. Army. 

Whatever the trial will show or fail to show as to the presence of a real spy 
problem in the United States, Federal officials are going ahead with plans for strength- 
ening counter-espionage activities. Just what line the counter-espionage activities of 
the United States will follow is a matter of conjecure. Despite oflicial silence, several 
approaches to the problem have been discussed by military personnel. These oflicers 
say that it would be nearly impossible for Army or Navy oflicers to participate in 
counter-espionage activities as agents. The feeling is that civilians would have to be 
employed. In this connection three problems present themselves. First, could a 
counter-espionage organization find suitable agents that could be trusted; second, 
counter-espionage requires trained personnel, with a well founded military background, 
and third, the problem of coordinating such a service. 

Meanwhile this week United States Army officials in the Canal Zone placed under 
arrest, three men and one woman, found taking pictures of coastal defenses around 
Fort Randolph. The four, said to be of German nationality, gave their names as Mrs. 
Ongeborg Guttman, Hans Schackow, Gisbert Gross and Edward Robert Kuhrig. No 
action yet on the case, but authorities sent their pictures to New York in an effort to 
uncover any connection between them and the group undergoing trial. It was also re- 
ported that Army officials began a systematic “weeding-out” process to rid the Canal 
Zone of alien employees. 

Of the 18 defendents named in the New York indictment only four are on trial 
Guenther Gustave Rumrich, who has turned state’s evidence and who is the govern- 
ment’s star witness, Johanna Hofmann, hairdresser on the liner Europa of the North 
German Lloyd Line, Herman Voss, former mechanic at the Seversky Aircraft plant, 
and Erich Glaser, former Army Air Corps private, stationed at Mitchel Field. The 
others, including a number of ranking German officers are not on trial. 

Rumrich took the stand first and told of his part in the activities of the alleged 
ring. Born in Chicago in 1911, the son of a secretary in the Austro-Hungarian consu 
late. He was taken to Europe at an early age. Returning to the United States in 1929, 
he claimed citizenship because of his birth, enlisted in the Army on Jan. 5, 1930, and 
six months later, while on duty at Governors Island, New York, deserted. He gave 
himself up shortly afterwards, and was sentenced to six months servitude. Upon com- 
pletion of his sentence, he was ordered to Ft. Hamilton, Brooklyn, where he remained 
until 1933, attaining the rank of sergeant. He was transferred to the Canal Zone, 
where he said he met Glaser, one of the other defendents. He was later transferred to 
Ft. Missoula, Mont., from where he again deserted. 

Continuing his story, Rumrich said that in 1936, after reading a book on espionage 
by Col. Walter Nicolai, head of the German espionage during the World War, he wrote 
to Nicolai in care of the German newspaper, Voelkischer-Beobachter. In his letter to 
Nicolai, he described himself as a lieutenant connected with the air corps and as of 
having had many years service. He asked that if his offer to become an espionage 
agent were accepted he was to be contacted through the columns of a New York news- 
paper. He testified that he was instructed to communicate with a German agent named 
Sander and said that he supplied Sander with various unimportant bits of informa- 
tion, for which he received $40. Rumrich said he also received instructions from a 
man named Schleuter, a member of the crew of the Europa at the time and one of 
the fourteen defendents in the indictment who are not under arrest, to obtain plans 
for United States warships. It was plotted in this instance, the witness said to obtain 
White House stationery and to forge President Roosevelt’s name to a letter asking the 
Navy Department to furnish construction plans. The plan was abandoned, however, 
he said. During the period between 1936 and 1938, Rumrich said he was asked to 
furnish Sanders with a number of items such as the mobilization and coast defense 
Plans for the Atlantic seaboard, construction plans for the aircraft carriers Yorktown 
and Enterprise and fifty blank passports to be used to gain entrance to Russia for 
German espionage agents. He stated that he did net obtain any of the data requested. 
Rumrich also told of a plot to kidnap Col. Henry Elgin, commanding officer of Ft. 
Totten, N. Y., in order to obtain plans for the defense of the eastern seaboard. 





Rumrich also testified that his principals had instructed him to attempt to enlist 
the services of American Army and Navy officers of German descent in securing in- 
formation. He said that he had written to an Ens, W. B. Brown on board the USS 
Saratoga, having gotten his name from a newspaper, asking him to communicate 
with him through the personal column of a New York newspaper, if he wished to 
“make some money.” No answer was ever received from this “feeler,” he declared. 


“Eyebrows” For BT-9 Airplanes—The recently devised “eyebrow” slots, a product 
of the Air Corps Materiel Division, Wright Field, Ohio, are being installed on all 
BT-) type airplanes at Randolph Field, Texas. It is expected that the total comple- 
ment of planes at this station will be so equipped by the time flight training is 
started for the class now being transferred to the Basic Stage of the Primary Flying 
School. The installation of these “eyebrows” has somewhat hampered the extended 
navigation flights usually accomplished by the instructor staff between classes, but 
arrangements have been made to permit a limited number of the 9's to be available 
for this purpose. 

The installation of the slots is being carried out at Randolph Field under the 
supervision of a crew from the San Antonio Air Depot, Duncan Field, Texas, As soon 
us the Randolph Field personnel becomes familiar with the installation, it is expected 
that the work will be turned over to them. 

Many favorable comments have been heard on the operation of the slots, which 
are of the fixed type rather than those which go into operation when approaching a 
stall. Affixed to the leading edge of each wing, directly in front of the ailerons, the 
slots protrude about three inches from the leading edge, and pilots who have flown 
plans equipped with them state that they offer little or no added resistance, Their 
function is to permit a smooth flow of air across the ailerons at low speeds, thus 
aiding in the more rapid recovery from stalls and potential spins. 


General Reynolds Honored—The selection of Maj. Gen. Charles R,. Reynolds, 
Surgeon General of the Army, as First Vice-President of the Association of Military 
Surgeons of the United States at its forty-sixth annual meeting held at Rochester, 
Minn., which closed there last Saturday, is of more than usual significance, He will 
nutomatically become President at the next annual meeting, which will be held in 
Washington, TD. C., next May, at the same time as the Tenth International Congress 
of Military Medicine and Pharmacy. General Reynolds, by appointment of President 
Roosevelt, is to be the President of the International Congress, so that he will occupy 
both of these important offices at the same time.

A comparison of the percentage of reen- 
listments in the Navy and Marine Corps 
would clearly indicate that the Navy not 
only has more to offer its enlisted per- 
sonnel, but, as a result, has built up a 
higher morale. 

It is to be hoped that Headquarters 
of the Marine Corps will give serious 
attention to this matter.

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Graduation at Kelly Field 


Graduation Exercises for Class 38-C 
were held at the Air Corps Advanced Fly- 
ing School, Kelly Field, Texas, Oct. 5, 
1938. The class consisted of 64 Regular 
Army officers and 80 Flying Cadets, and 
was the largest graduating class in the 
history of the Training Center. 

The highlight of the events of the day 
was a huge Aerial Review, in which 135 
planes of all types were flown by 15 Fly- 
ing Instructors and 144 students. This 
was the largest graduation aerial review 
ever flown at Kelly Field and was wit- 
nessed by an estimated 5,000 spectators. 

A total of 114 student officers and 166 
Flying Cadets from the Primary and 
Basic stages at the Primary Flying 
School, Randolph Field, Texas, formed a 
guard of honor for the reviewing party, 
which consisted of:

Following the review, exercises were 
held at the Post Theater, where the class 
was addressed by Brig. Gen. Delos C. 
Emmons, Air Corps, Commander of the 
ist Wing, GHQ Air Force, who presented 
each member with his = graduation 
diploma, All graduates received their 
wings and the official aeronautical rating 
of “Airplane Pilot.” Hundreds of rela- 
tives, friends, and interested persons at- 
tended the various exercises, 

Among the student officers of the class 
was Lt. Charles B. Westover, son of the 
late Maj. Gen. Oscar Westover, who at the 
time of his unfortunate crash was the 
Chief of the Air Corps. General Westover 
had been scheduled to deliver the gradua- 
tion address. 

Among the members of each class are 
some Flying Cadets who form a staff to 
assist the Commandant of Flying Cadets. 
These men are picked for their military 
ability, neatness, their ability in handling 
men, and their personality, and are given 
the titles of Cadet Captains and Lieuten- 
ants. In Class 38-C, the Cadet Captain was 
Robert V. DeShazo, from Leeds, Ala. The 
Cadet Lieutenants were William KE. Me- 
Entire, of Ft. Worth, Texas, and John N. 
Carlton, of St. Peter, Minn. 

General Immons, in addressing the 
class, said: 

You have just completed a very difficult 
and thorough course of instruction, and have 
proven by the acid test that you are worthy 
of a commission in the Army Air Corps, either 
as a regular or as a reserve officer. You have 
made an excellent start on a most interesting 
and exciting career. We who currently com- 
mand tactical units and who receive most of 
you upon your graduation, find the product 
of this school to be to our liking because 
you have had sound flying and disciplinary 
instruction; because you are in excellent 
physical condition and do not dissipate; be- 





cause you are as a rule enthusiastic, studious 
and anxious to learn; because you obey all 
orders willingly and cheerfully; because you 
are self-reliant but modest in your accom- 
plishments; and because you belong to our 
close brotherhood of Air Corps officers and 
are loyal to it. * * * 


It may interest you to know that a number 
of recent graduates of the Training Center, 
including some of you, have been assigned to 
multi-engine units without previous service 
with a single-engine unit. I am happy to re- 
port that the great majority of those that 
the First Wing received of the last class from 
the Training Center and assigned direct to 
Bombardment and Reconnaissance units, are 
doing very well and appear to be contented 
with their assignments. I would also like 
to report that practically all of the younger 
officers who have been transferred from sin- 
gle-engine units to Bombardment and Recon- 
naissance squadrons in order to build them 
up, are delighted with their new assignments 
and opportunities, * * * 


On an occasion like this it seems to be cus- 
tomary for the speaker to offer some advice 
to the graduating class. I don’t want to be 
an exception and therefore ask you to con- 
sider several matters that may prove to be 
useful, 

The first subject is debts. These do more 
to endanger a young oflicer’s career than any- 
thing I know of, and far too many young 
officers incur more obligations than they can 
handle. Eventually, overdue bills and notes 
find their way to official channels with con- 
sequent embarrassment to the officer and to 
the service. I advise you, especially if mar- 
ried, to buy only what you can afford and 
not to attempt to buy all you think you 
need at once. Please understand that young 
people are not expected to have much in the 
way of furniture, finery, or luxuries, and I 
can assure you that we—including your con- 
tc mporaries—respect the man who is free from 
the worries of debt. 


In connection with furniture, let me call 
your attention to the quarters situation. At 
many of our stations, including both March 
and Hamilton Fields, there is a great short- 
age of married officers’ quarters. The chances 
are that many of you will have to live in 
adjoining towns on commutation. Ofttimes 
there are more furnished houses available 
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than unfurnished ones, and the difference in 
rental is surprisingly small. May I suggest, 
therefore, that you delay the purchase of 
furniture, ete., until you arrive at your sta- 
tion and find out what your situation will be. 

My last piece of advice is to continue your 
professional and ‘non-professional studies. To 
be realistic about it, you are in direct com- 
petition for future preferments with the fin- 
est group of young men in this nation, You 
simply cannot afford to fall behind the pro- 
cession, and you will unless you devote a very 
substantial amount of your time to furthering 
and broadening your education. 


Of the 144 students who graduated, 16 
officers and 13 Flying Cadets specialized 
in Attack Aviation; 6 officers and 14 Fly- 
ing Cadets in Observation Aviation; 18 
officers and 39 Flying Cadets in Pursuit 
Aviation, and 24 officers and 14 Flying 
Cadets in Bombardment Aviation.

Wall Street’s view of the effect of the 
armament program the President has in- 
dicated he proposes to adopt, is expressed 
by the banking house of Brown Bros., 
Harriman & Company, of New York, as 
follows: 

“A several years’ plan to advance 
employment in the United States and to 
increase the nation’s military streneth is 
now rapidly unfolding under Federal 
Government guidance. It is probably 
more exact to date the beginning of the 
program from the measures taken in the 
spring. even though they seemed make- 
shift. There was then no attempt to cure 
or to alleviate underlying weakness in the 
economic system. Relief money was di- 
rected with no particular end other than 
relief in view. With the spending of the 
money the program was presumably to 
end. But from this beginning a larger, 
more comprehensive program has been 
forming. 

“Whether the main objective of the 
plan is economic or military need not 
here he determined. The nlan contem- 
plates the active coordination and de- 
velopment of American industry with the 
military services, The program, so far as 
it is now discernible, may he divided into 
six parts. (1) More aircraft, air bases. 
battleships, airplane carriers. and army 
equipment are wanted. (2) Supplies of 
raw materials needed in time of war. but 
which the nation does not produce, are to 
be imported and stored. (3) The rail- 
roads are to he overhauled Details await 
the settlement of the current wage con- 
troversy, but the general idea seems to he 
that the Government will buy new equip- 
ment and lease it to the railroads on a 
basis which will allow the roads to put 
old equipment on the reserve list. (4) 
About $1,000,000,000 is to be spent on con- 
structing steam generators of electric 
power in perhaps fifteen key cities. These 
centers world then have a_ sufficient 
power generating reserve to meet anv 
wartime emergency demands. The Na- 
tional Defense Power Commission is con- 
sidering the details of this part of the 
program. Meetings have heen held with 
the heads of six mator utility svstems. 
This is taken to imply that the proeram 
is not to launch a new wave of municipal 
power competition, but to bring about co- 
operation with private utility companies. 
Precedence for such ecooneration may he 
found in the World War period. (5) 
‘Education’ orders for war materials, 
particularly munitions, are to be given 
to those industrial corporations with fa- 
cilities adaptable to such production, Pro- 
duction bottlenecks may thus he dis- 
covered and eliminated. (6) A major ac- 
tivity will be the training of workers in 
the prodnetion of war materials. Partien- 
lar attention is to he paid to the educating 
of men to he aviation mechanics. Prob- 
ably there will be a simultaneovs redue- 
tion in the evrrent tyne of Works Prog- 
ress Administration activities. 


“The execution of a similar plan in 
Germany resulted in a labor shortave. 

“Tt should also be noted that the un- 
official coordinator of the program, Mr. 
Bernard M. Baruch, said in his press 
interview last week that means are at 
hand to eliminate the profit motive in 
war industries. 

“By January, the program will prob- 
ably be broadly known, have been widely 
discussed. and be ready for Congressional 
consideration. 

“President Roosevelt held a meeting on 
the Federal budget last week. No conclu- 
sions were reached. An attempt to elimi- 
nate tax exempt securities is about the 
only detail of the new program which can 
be tentatively listed today. The budget 
will be made public probably in the first 
week of January. 

“In the meantime, the rate of steel ac- 
tivity advanced last week and bank debits 
have begun to expand again. The bond 
market was up slightly. Commodity 
prices have done little. Farm commodity 
prices are probably not being strengthened 
currently by Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace’s published thoughts on a pro- 
gram to dump surplus farm products 





within the country. Automobile produc- 
tion is picking up Sharply. But the build- 
ing industry continues to hold the princi- 
pal attention at the moment.” 


Warns of Mechanic Shortage 


Assistant Secretary of War Johnson, 
speaking before the Wire Association, in 
Detroit, Oct. 19, called upon American in- 
dustry to assist the Army in removing one 
of the “bottle-necks” of industrial pre- 
paredness—the shortage of skilled work- 
men in munitions manufacture and main- 


tenance. 

Pointing out that upon the advent of 
war, there will be a great demand for 
skilled soldiers to maintain its anti-air- 
craft guns, airplanes, and other complex 
mechanized weapons, and at the same 
time a call from industry for more skilled 
workmen to meet the war expansion, 
Colonel Johnson said that the problem 
was one which the War Department has 
not yet been able to solve. He warned his 
listeners that in another emergency we 
cannot expect to have allies to hold off 
the enemy for 14 months as in the World 
War. Extracts from his address follow: 

Today, you are better prepared than ever 
before to meet the demands of the Army, not 
only for telephone lines, but for all of the 
eight hundred different wire products that 
we need for war. With the hearty cooperation 
of your association, the Army has made a 
survey of your trade and has found it physi- 
cally equipped and well organized to meet our 
demands in an emergency. I congratulate 
you on the executive ability of your leaders. 
You have much cause for pride in the scien- 
tific skill of your foremen and your workers. 

You have the machinery to meet the de- 
mands of any war within the concept of mod- 
ern military needs. Unfortunately, however, 
you still have a very serious bottleneck that 
must be removed before you can fully meet 
the needs that may be made upon you. To- 
day, you have an adequate supply of skilled 
operators with a record of excellent perform- 
ance, Will you be able to maintain the superb 
craftsmanship which now characterizes your 
trade when the demand for your products is 
multiplied six, seven or perhaps eight fold? 
Will you be able to recruit an additional sup- 
ply of gkilled operators to maintain and run 
your delicate machines? Your answers, I am 
sorry to say, will have to be in the negative. 

You are not alone, however, in facing the 
prospects of a shortage in skilled workmen, 
Not only your trade, but all American indus- 
try which may be called upon to produce 
munitions of war, is confronted with a similar 
problem. To assure us an adequate supply of 
skilled workmen is a challenge to all patriotic 
Americans interested in adecuate national de- 
fense. We are grappling with the situation in 
the War Department but, frankly, we have 
not yet met it suecessfully. It may help us, 
perhaps, if we analyze the problem in greater 
detail. 

In the first place, we all realize that at this 
very moment there is an impending shortage 
of skilled labor in many of our key national 
defense industries, In the second place, we 
must recognize the fact that in an emergency 
the shortage will be felt more keenly. From 
the Army will come a great demand for skilled 
soldiers to operate its anti-aireraft guns, 
maintain its planes, repair its armament and 
overhaul its engines. From industry will 
come a call for more and more craftsmen in 
the factories to keep pace with the growing 
demands for weapons, armament and muni- 
tions of all sorts which the Army has ordered. 

How to meet these conflicting demands is 
the problem I lay before you today. With 
your cooperation and with the aid of indus- 
try, the War Department is confident that a 
solution satisfactory to the mobilization of 
America for national defense in an emergency 
will be attained. 

The bottleneck that I pointed out to you 
in the wire industry is but one of many con- 
fronting not only your trade but all of 
America in our industrial mobilization pro- 
gram, These, we must remove, We are making 
progress, but there is still much work ahead 
of us. . 

The situation of 1917-1918, we have deter- 
mined never again shall be repeated. War was 
declared on April 6, 1917. Not until the glori- 
ous battle of Cantigny was won, on May 28, 
1918, did an American division on the Western 
Front carry its full burden on the firing line. 
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Your own president, Capt. Frederick A. 
Westphal, was present at that engagement 
and was severely wounded while gallantly 
directing the fire of his artillery guns, He 
will vouch for the fact that it had taken 
us fourteen monthg to get the soldiers of his 
division to the front and to provide them with 
shoes and clothing. He will corroborate the 
fact that his comrades in arms were carried 
ncross the seas on transports, most of which 
belonged to other countries. He remembers, 
as all of us must never forget, that to put 
our men on the firing line and to equip them 
with artillery and ammunition, we depended 
principally on our allies. The artillery pieces 
that the soldiers of Captain Westphal’s or- 
ganization, the famous Battery C of the 6th 
Field Artillery of the First Division, fired 
at Cantigny were the French 75’s that came 
to us from French arsenals. 

Many of the principal causes for the delays 
in our military effort are directly traceable 
to industrial failures. Let me mention but 
one item, one of your own wire products, 
which was responsible for some of the loss 
of valuable time. The absence in America of 
a machine to manufacture wire eyelets for the 
doughboy’s breeches, through which he could 
pull his laces, caused a delay of many months 
in the production of clothing for the fighting 
man. In 1917, these machines were made only 
in Europe. Your industry ultimately met the 
issue but that delay in procurement was one 
of the contributory causes toward the lag in 
our production of military clothing. 

While we slowly were gaining momentum, 
our seacoasts, our navy yards, our ammuni- 
tion plants and our training stations were 
enjoying complete immunity but only because 
the fleets and armies of other nations, aided 
by our own Navy, were there to protect us. 

If an emergency should arise again, we can 
hardly expect that our shores will be simi- 
larly protected for fourteen nionths by 
friendly powers while we have an opportun- 
ity to marshal for war purposes our tremend- 
ous industrial assets. Our whole program of 
industrial mobilization must aim to cut down 
to a minimum the time necessary for Ameri- 
can industry to change from peace to war 
production, 

To achieve success, we need the help and 
encouragement of every element of our Ameri- 
can life, of capital and of labor, of private in- 
dustry and of the government, and I hasten 
to ussure you that all of us are working har- 
moniously together toward the common goal 
of national defense. 


Makes 100,000th Canal Transit 

The American cargo vessel Steel Ex- 
porter, of the Isthmian Steamship Line, 
on Monday, Oct. 11, had the distinction 
of being the 100,000th ocean-going ship to 
transit the Panama Canal. The Steel Ex- 
porter is commanded by Capt. M. F. 
Barry, who was presented with a certifi- 
“ate commemorating the occasion. 

No elaborate ceremony was held, and 
Capt. R, H. Wylie, veteran Canal pilot, 
took the vessel through the locks in the 
same routine manner in which her 99,- 
999 predecessors were piloted. The Steel 
Exporter was out of San Francisco, 
bound for London, with a cargo of dried 
fruits and canned goods. The honor of 
being the 100,000th vessel to transit the 
Canal was not predetermined for the Steel 
Exporter, and it was not known until 
just prior to the ship entering the locks 
that it was the historic vessel. 

The United States Maritime Commis- 
sion this week received bids for construc- 
tion of its new design C-3 single screw, 
steel cargo ships, sixteen of which will 
be built. The C-3 design was developed by 
the technical staff of the Commission, and 
in addition to incorporating the most 
modern principles of cargo vessel con- 
struction, are noteworthy for their speed 
of 164% knots per hour, which is substan- 





tially more than 50% faster than a ma- 
jority of the vessels in the foreign trade 
fleet at present. The deadweight tonnage 
will be approximately 11,926 ; their length 
492 feet over-all; beam 696”; depth 
42’6”, and draft, loaded, approximately 
27'3". 

The lowest bid submitted was; on fixed 
price basis, steam propelled vessels: $2,- 
789,000 for one vessel ; $2,714,000 for each 
of two; $2,689,000 for each of three: $2, 
676,500 for each of four using Diese! 
motors, $240,000 additional per ship. 

The Commission also this week asked 
for bids for the charter of three salvage 
tugs, the Peacock, Warbler and Willet. 
The charter will run for three years, and 
bids will be opened at noon, Oct. 31, at the 
Maritime Commission. 

To increase the efliciency in handling 
application for subsidies and to expedite 
administration of all aspects of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act of 1936 in this regard, 
the Commission has created an examining 
division. This division will replace the 
examining section of the division of Fi- 
nance, The new division will exercise gen- 
eral supervision over proceedings in con- 
nection with applications for construe- 
tion and operating differential subsidy 
contracts, all applications for waivers, 
permissions, approvals and consents and 
for the revision of contracts entered into 
with contractors. The new division will 
niso examine bids for the purchase or 
charter of government owned lines and 
applications for ship mortgage insurance. 

The examining division will also be re- 
sponsible for reviewing the activities of 
other divisions of the Maritime Commis- 
sion in order to insure correct procedure 
and to avoid duplication. 

The Commission has not yet named the 
Chief Examiner of the new division, but 
it expected that he will be designated 
within the next few days.

Horse-Mechanized Cavalry 
Maneuvers Get Underway 
Ft. Riley, Kans., Oct. 183—Mobility of 
a mechanized cavalry combat car squad- 
ron over all kinds of terrain and the 
means and methods of the “iron cavalry” 
in launching an attack were demonstrat- 
ed today for the Cavalry School students 
and staff by units of the Seventh Cavalry 

Brigade, Mechanized, 

In the mobility demonstration, the 20 
members of the regular class in the 
Cavalry School and 15 or 20 observers 
were loaded into a squadron of 24 of the 
10-ton track-laying combat cars, 

During a 15-mile ride, the operators of 
the cars drove their powerful machines 
over every kind of terrain available on 
the reservation, 

The cars roared up and down steep hills 
and at times negotiated short slopes of 
almost precipitous grade, They crashed 
through underbrush, snapping smaller 
trees like toothpicks, exhibiting force 
enough to take down anything in their 
route, up to and including a seven-inch 
tree. Fallen trees proved no nemesis and 
ditches were easily crossed. The ma- 
chines in the squadron can cross any 
ditch up to four feet across, even though 
the sides of the ditch are straight up and 
down, or they can cross any ditch, gully 
or ravine wide enough to have sloping 
sides, 

The students and observers were load- 
ed into the machine shortly after 8 
o'clock on the lower parade ground, The 
regular crew of each machine includes 
four men, including the driver, car com- 
mander, gunner and radio operator, All 
three except the driver can and do op- 
erate the machine's three guns whenever 
necessary. The cars are equipped with a 
0 caliber machine gun in the cowl, and 
0 and 30 caliber machine guns in the 
turret 

In this morning's demonstration, the 
cavalry officers took the places of the gun- 
ner and radio operator, with the driver 
nnd car commander remaining to operate 
the machine. 

In action, two men are seated in the 
driver's compartment of the combat car 
and two sit in the turret. The car com- 
maunder normally is seated in the turret, 
und because of greater visibility, he de- 
termines the machine's course. His 
method of transmitting directions to the 
driver is ingenious. Seated above and to 
the rear of the driver, he taps the driver 
on his left shoulder with his foot if he 
wants the machine turned to the left. A 
tap on the right shoulder means a turn 
to the right, and a tap in the middle of 
the back means to stop the machine, Sev- 
eral nudges with the toe means to in- 
crease the speed, 

This method of signaling was developed 
because the clatter in the machine is so 
intense that conversation is impossible. 
Telephone communication is impossible 
because the crew members already wear 
headphones for radio communication, 

The route this morning took the 
squadron from the post past the pump- 
house and polo fields, up Highway 77 to 
the vicinity of Arnold divide, across to 
the Iluy camp to Coyote canyon and 
Magazine canyon, back across Highway 
40, past the gun club and to the vicinity 
of the north end of Engineer bridge. 
There the machines demonstrated thiut 
they can readily navigate deep sand. 

The course included no water, but the 
machines can ford streams of limited 
depths. Some of the cars are equipped 
with gasoline engines. These can go 
through water up to 24% feet deep, Oth- 
ers are equipped with Diesel engines and 
these can go through water up to 3% 
feet deep, or up to the point where the 
water comes up to the driver's neck in 
his compartment, The Diesel motors 
have their air vents at the top, and they 
will continue to operate as long us the 
air vents are open, 

In this afternoon's demonstration near 
Custer hill the tactics and technique of 
the combat car platoon, troop and squad- 
ron of mechanized cavalry were demon- 
strated. The demonstration first demon- 
strated the “how” and then the “why” 
of attack maneuvers, signals and forma-

Ft. Riley, Oct. 14—With the Ft. Knox, 
Ky., mechanized cavalry and the Ft. Riley 
horse cavalry scheduled to begin their 
first joint maneuvers Saturday morning, 
today was spent in making final prepara- 
tions for the demonstrations, 

Most of the oflicers of the Seventh 
Cavalry brigade were engaged in taking 
tucticul rides over the reservation and 
adjoining countryside to familiarize 
themselves with the terrain over which 
the maneuvers will take place. 

The trips were made in the brigade’s 
passenger and reconnaissance cars and 
motorcycles while the combat vehicles 
were left in camp for repairs und adjust- 
ments, 

The past week has been spent in dem- 
onstrations for the Cavalry School stu- 
dents and staff, and the maneuver Satur- 
day morning will be the first in which 
horse and “iron” cavalry will participate. 
The maneuver is scheduled to last from 
Sa. im. to noon. In the problem, the horse 
cavalry engages a theoretical enemy 
which it has been unable to defeat, Prior 
to the final phase, the mechanized cavalry 
comes to its assistance. The maneuver 
will take place along the west and north 
sides of the reservation. 

No demonstrations or maneuvers are 
scheduled for Sunday, although the camp 
will be open for visitors to inspect the 
more than 600 yehicles in the brigade, A 
large number of visitors from this section 
of the state are expected, The brigade’s 
cross country march to Ft. Riley drew 
lurve crowds along the route. In Kansas 
City alone, it was estimated that possibly 
300,000 persons visited the camp in Swope 
park or lined the streets to watch the 
caravan of war machines as they arrived 
and left, Several thousand persons from 
u wide area visited the camp at Camp 
Whitside lust Sunday. 

With the extensive maneuvers begin- 
ning next week, several high ranking 
urmy otticers will arrive on the post. 

Maj. Gen, John K. Herr, Chief of Cav- 
alry, will arrive Wednesday. His staff 
will include Lt. Col. Willis D. Critten- 
berger and Ist Lt. H. C, Lodge, Cavalry- 
Reserve. In private life, the latter is 
Henry Cabot Lodge, junior senator of 
Massuchusetts., 

Col. W. W. West, Commanding Officer 
of the Seventh Cavalry regiment, and 
Lt. Col. Joseph P. Aleshire, executive of- 
ficer of the Kighth Cavalry regiment, both 
of Ft. Bliss, Tex., are due to arrive Mon- 
day. Both officers are well known at Ft. 
Kiley and Junction City. 

A visitor at the camp this morning was 
Maj. Gen. W. K. Herndon of Topeka, 
Commanding General of the 24th Cavalry 
Division. He was accompanied by Col- 
onel Smith, operations officer of his staff. 
They inspected the mechanized equip- 
ment this morning and will return again 
next week to witness the maneuvers. 

Major General Yenter, of lowa, bri- 
gade commander of the 24th Cavalry di- 
vision, also is expected to arrive on the 
post next week.

Ft. Riley, Oct. 15—The greatest con- 
centration of war machines ever assem- 
bled in this section of the United States 
will take place here next week in con- 
junction with the joint maneuvers of the 
Seventh Cavalry Brigade of Ft. Knox, 
Ky., and the Ft. Riley Horse Cavalry. 

The formidable force will include some 
of the mightiest units in the United States 
Army air and land forces. 

The force will be smaller in man-power 
than the 15,000 troops assembled here 
about a year ago for the Fourth Army 
maneuvers but it will be vastly superior 
in equipment. Supplementing the mecha- 
nized cavalry’s 600 fighting machines 
and It. Riley’s own equipment will be 
bombardment, pursuit, and attack avia- 
tion, Infantry Troops from Ft. Leaven- 
worth and Field Artillery from Ft. Des 
Moines, 

The combined units will total about 5,- 
500 men and 800 officers. 

The initial joint maneuver of the 
mechanized and horse cavalry was held 








this morning, and was featured by a 
“surprise attack” by an air force from 
Barksdale Field, La., demonstrating the 
amazing efficiency of Uncle Sam’s avia- 
tion units. 

In the problem, the aviation force of 
nine attack plines under command of 
Maj. Paul L. Williams was to leave its 
home station more than 500 miles away 
in time to attack a mechanized cavalry 
combat car squadron which had just 
moved up to the assistance of the horse 
cavalry engaged in theoretical battle with 
a hostile force along the north side of the 
reservition. 

The attack planes left Barksdale Field 
about 6 o'clock this morning and arrived 
at the point of attack within 10 minutes 
of its scheduled arrival time, about 9 
o'clock. 

The cavalry units were completely un- 
informed of the impending attack. Mili- 
tury observers said the surprise attack 
temporarily delayed the mechanized 
cavalry, but that the units withstood the 
ussault and moved ahead to carry out its 
mission successfully. 

The Cavalry forces participating in- 
cluded the Second Cavalry reinforced by 
one battery of the S4th Field Artillery, 
and one squadron of combat cars. 

The horse cavalry force and artillery 
moved north on U.S. Highway 77 some- 
what before 8 o'clock this morning, meet- 
ing an opposing force which it was able 
to defeat. In the meantime the mech- 
anized squadron assembled at the Wash- 
ington Street Bridge at thé north end of 
Junction City, preparing to assist the 
horse cavalry. Moving up Breakneck 
cunyon around the left of the 2nd Cav- 
alry, attacked the right of the opposing 
force and it was at this time that the 
Barksdale unit made its surprise arrival. 

The Barksdale planes which arrived 
here today will remain until October 2s. 
The 30th Bombardment Squadron (13 
planes) of the Ist Wing, GHQ Air Force, 
stationed at March Field, Calif., will ar- 
rive here next Tuesday. It is returning 
to its home station after participating in 
maneuvers at Langley Field, Va. Nine 
more attack planes from Barksdale Field 
will arrive here Wednesday and will be 
under command of Brigadier General 
lrederic L. Martin, wing commander, and 
his staff. 

The same day, a squadron of 18 2-35 
pursuit planes from Selfridge Field, 
Mich., will arrive. These ships, intended 
primarily for air-combat and protection 
purposes, fly at speeds up to 300 miles an 
hour or more, 

In addition to these planes, compris- 
ing the GHQ air force, 19 miscellaneous 
planes from Ft. Leavenworth and_ five 
from reserve oflicer’s unit in Kansas City, 
will arrive Wednesday and Thursday. 
Ready for the maneuvers also are Mar- 
shall Field’s Ist Observation Squadron of 
seven planes and the 12th Observation 
Squadron, of Ft. Knox, with five planes. 

Other troops also will arrive Tuesday. 
The Ft. Des Moines troops will be the 
Third Battalion of the 80th Field Artil- 
lery, under command of Lt. Col. John 8. 
Wood. The battalion will consist of 15 
officers and 325 men, with 59 vehicles. Its 
155 millimeter howitzers are truck- 
drawn. The guns are the heaviest to be 
used during the maneuvers, firing shells 
weighing 95 pounds each with a range of 
12,500 yards, or about seven miles. The 
S4th IFA, of Ft. Riley, and the 68th FA, 
of Ft. Knox, are equipped with 75 mil- 
limeter howitzers, 

The It. Leavenworth troops will be a 
provisional battalion of the Seventeenth 
Infantry, including eight officers and 208 
enlisted men. The Commanding Officer is 
Lt. Col. Thomas F. Taylor. The troops 
will be quartered in Building No, 71. 

In addition to these troops, approxi- 
mately 275 students and officers of the 
It. Leavenworth Command and General 
Staff School will arrive Thursday morn- 
ing to attend the three-day Leavenworth 
days’ demonstrations, beginning that day. 

One of the most extensive maneuvers 
to be held during the period will begin 
Tuesday noon, in the nature of a night 
march, bivouae and attack. The problem 
will be as follows: 

The Second Cavalry regiment, rein- 
forced by one battery of the 84th Field 
Artillery, will leave the reservation Tues- 





day afternoon for an administrative 
march to Manhattan. 

The mechanized Seventh Cavalry Bri- 
gade will leave about the same time for 
an administrative march to Marysville, 
about 75 miles from Ft. Riley, but the 
brigade will go by a circuitous route to 
lengthen the march. 

The tactical phase will start upon ar- 
rival of the troops at their destinations. 
During the night, the horse cavalry regi- 
ment is to become attached to the 
mechanized brigade, and the brigade 
commander will order a night march of 
the two elements, joining them on the 
Ft. Riley reservation at dawn, and mak- 
ing an attack with the combined force. 

Attack planes will attack theoretical 
approaching enemy motorized reinforce- 
ments. The maneuver will end at noon 
Wednesday.

Ft. Riley, Oct. 17 The mechanized 
Seventh Cavalry brigade and Fort Riley’s 
Second Cavalry spent today in dress re- 
hearsals for the extensive demonstrations 
to be held next Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday for the faculty and students 
of the Fort Leavenworth Command and 
General Staff School. 

With the reservation hills as the 
theater of operations, both organizations 
gave advance exhibitions of the firing of 
their weapons and of a mechanized bri- 
gade and horse regiment in the attack. 

The rehearsals were held individually. 
The mechanized brigade spent this morn- 
ing in the hills while the horse cavalry 
rehearsed on the post for the demonstra- 
tion of a war-strength squadron. This 
afternoon they exchanged places and 
while the cavalry regiment rehearsed for 
its firing and attack demonstrations the 
mechanized cavalry rehearsed for display 
of its equipment. 

The mechanized cavalry will give its 
Leavenworth day demonstration next 
Saturday. The day’s program will in- 
clude a display of equipment from 8 to 
9 o'clock in the morning, demonstration 
of firing of mechanized cavalry weapons 
from 9 to 10:30, and a demonstration of 
the employment of a mechanized cavalry 
brigade in the attack from 10:30 to 12 
o'clock. 

The Second Cavalry’s demonstrations 
will be given Friday. From 8 to 9:45 
o'clock in the morning, equipment of a 
war-strength squadron, reinforced, will 
be shown, as well as a troop of combat 
engineers from the 9th Engineers, of Fort 
Riley. A war-strength cavalry squadron, 
reinforced, includes 4638 officers and men. 
Friday afternoon, from 1 to 2 o'clock, 
the Second Cavalry will demonstrate 
field firing and tactical employment of 
cavalry weapons against fixed targets, 
and from 2 to 3 o’clock will demonstrate 
firing against moving targets. The regi- 
ment in attack will be demonstrated from 
3 to 5 o’clock, 

The air corps units already at Marshall 
Field also were preparing today for the 
demonstration which the general head- 
quarters air force will give from 2 to 4 
o'clock Thursday afternoon. The planes 
were being flown about the reservation 
and adjacent territory for the pilots to 
familiarize themselves with the terrain. 

Despite the fact that today’s demon- 
Strations were rehearsals, students of the 
Cavalry School, staff members and ob- 
servers accompanied the mechanized cav- 
alry on its maneuvers, to observe the 
brigade in its attack and to study the 
tactical and technical aspects of the bri- 
gade’s offensive movements from the at- 
tacking standpoint. 

Next Saturday, when the brigade again 
will enact the attack for the Fort Leaven- 
worth officers, the Fort Riley students, 
staff and other observers will see the at- 
tack as closely as possible from the 
enemy’s point of view. The two maneu- 
vers thus give the officers an opportunity 
to study the brigade’s attack from both 
sides. 

While approximately 1,000 men and 
about an equal number of horses will 
participate in Second Cavalry’s demon- 
stration of a horse cavalry regiment in 
the attack next Friday, observers can- 
not expect to see a mass change of the 
troops. That type of attack ended with 
the Civil War. In those days, the cav- 
alry charged in successive waves, with 





the cavalrymen riding boot to boot and 
with sabers flashing, and overcame their 
opposition by force and ferocity. Because 
of the tremendous fire power of modern 
weapons, the cavalry is very much scat- 
tered out when it attacks and enemy gun- 
ners are given as little a target as 
possible.

IHlis membership on the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Practice 
brought him into contact with various 
Army officers connected with rifle shoot- 
ing since 1930. Previous to this time he 
had been a rifle marksman himself and 
had won the Wimbledon trophy in 1902, 
1907 and 1908. Hle was the only man to 
win this trophy three times. In his ae- 
tive shooting days he was perhaps the 
best long range rifle shot in the United 
States. 

In 1909 he was the co-author of one of 
the few books ever published on the sub- 
ject of rifle range construction. The title 
of the book was “Rifle Range Construe- 
tion.” 

Ile was a member of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, of the Association 
of International Riflemen, of the Ameri- 
can Rifle Team winning the Olympic com- 
petitions in 1908, of the Army Ordnance 
Association, of the Society of the Army of 
Santiago de Cuba. He also was a Director 
of the National Rifle Association. Since 
1921, Major Casey had been Director of 
Military Sales for the KE. I. du Pont de 
Nemours and Co. 

Major Casey was descended from Colo- 
nel Richard Colloway, one of the first 
burgesses of Kentucky to the General As- 
sembly of Virginia in 1777. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Claudia 
M. G. Casey and son, John G. Hl. Casey, 
of Wilmington, Del.
